4. In an email dated September 28, 2007, to Tony Dolan of BTG (Exhibit A), I 
described several attempts to contact Sharief by myself, and others, to have 
Sharief execute a declaration for the 757 application. My three attempts are 
described in points 5 and 6 below. 

5. On November 29, 2006, 1 called Sharief on his mobile phone and left a 
voicemail. I indicated that BTG would like to update him on their work 
regarding clinical trials and would welcome the chance to speak with him. I 
did not mention anything about executing the declaration for the 757 
application, which I intended to bring up in our conversation if he called me 
back. I did not receive a response to my message. 

6. On June 13, 2007, 1 called Sharief s office, but was directed to his secretary's 
voicemail. I left a message and continued to try to reach him over the course 
of the week. On June 27, 2007, 1 spoke with Sharief s secretary, who 
indicated that she would pass my contact information on to him. I did not 
receive a response to my messages. 

7. On July 25, 2007, 1 mailed a copy of the 757 declaration and the 757 
application to Sharief at his work address and asked him to execute the 
declaration (Exhibit B). Exhibit C is a copy of my cover letter fonfl^arding the 
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application and declaration for the 757 application for his execution. The 
documents were sent by United Postal Service ("UPS"). While UPS 
confirmed receipt by Colchester Hospital (Exhibit D), Sharief has not 
responded to this request for his execution of the documents. 

I further declare that all statements made of my own knowledge are true and that 
all statements made on information and belief are believed to be true, and understand 
that willful false statements and the like are punishable by fine or imprisonment or both 
(18 U.S.C. 1001), and may jeopardize the enforceability of any patent issuing from the 
757 application.
